The master of the Haxel is one of 
the best known and most capable'skip¬ 
pers on the coast, and had If not been 
for hia Ingenuity and bravery during 
the trying experience in the Pacific 
last month the steamship would never 
have returned to port. The feat of rig¬ 
ging a Jury rudder under the circum¬ 
stances has never been equalled in the 
annals of shipping on this coast. 

The Haxel Dollar is leaving with a 
cargo of general freight,' Including a 
large shipment of lumber. She loaded 
the greater part at Portland, where 
several thousand ton* of flour were 
stowed in her holds. It Is the same 
cargo as the big freighter cleared with 
last February, and it la hoped that the 
freight which *he carried will not prove 
to be the Jonah. The Dollar has re¬ 
ceived about as many bumps and hard 
knocks as any freighter afloat, and 
enough money baa been spent In re¬ 
pairing her at various times to build a 
new vessel. The skipper, officers and 
nrew of the steamship are hoping that ,
